HOW BRITISH TRADE IS 
INJURED. 


Mr. J. W. Burland, an official of the 
Anglo-Persian Bank, was the principal guest

BOLSHEVIST INFLUENCE. 

Russian Bolshevist influence. was very 
strong in Persia, and it had an adverse effect 
upon British trade in that country. It was a 
common thing for certain Bolshevist goods 
to be imported into Persia and sold at a 
loss of 25 per cent., so as to defeat English 
exporters. In that way British-Indian trade 
was being killed; Bolshevist goods

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ST. COLMCILLE’S 
HOSPITAL 


RATHDOWN GUARDIANS AND 
ITS TRANSFER. 

The question of transferring St. Colmcille’s 
Hospital from the care of the Rathdown 
Board of Guardians and giving it into the 
‘control of the Dublin Poor Law Commis- 
sioners, for the purpose of being used as an 
hospital for tubercular patients from the City 
and County of Dublin, was under the con- 
sideration yesterday at a special meeting of 
the Rathdown Guardians. 

Mr. A. W, Cullen, Chairman, presided, and 
Mr. MacLysaght, Poor Law Commissioner, 
and Mr. McDonald, solicitor, were present. 

Mr. Cunniam, Clerk to the Board, read the 
report from a Jo'nt Sub-Committee of the 
Guardians and the Dublin Commissioners. 

The report was recommended by the Joint 
Committee, and was to the effect that the 
operation of the amalgamation of unions had 
the effect of placing an additional burden on 
the County Dublin ratepayers of the Rath- 
down area. ‘The estimates for the coming 
vear were set down at £31,350, including an 
additional sum, amounting to £1,900, under 
the head of outdoor relief. The Sub-Com. 
mittee could not recommend any further re- 
duction in the proposed estimates; they sug 
gested that the transfer of the buildings be 
agreed on in the following terms: The Com- 
missioners to take over the hospital buildings 
and portion of land, as shown on a plan, 
with a right of way from the main road and 
to the vard, at a rent to be agreed on, sub- 
ject to the sanction of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, the premises 
to be kept in repair, with all sewerage, sani- 
tary and other conveniences; all buildings to 
be insured, head rents to be proportioned, all 
existing loans outstanding on the hospital, 
etc., to be taken over; that an 
annual sum be contributed towards the 
superannuation of any of the officials or staff 
dispensed with; that the Commissioners have 
no, claim on that portion of the building 
which included the boardroom, clerk’s office, 
etc.; chat the existing agreement as to pauper 


| patients be made binding for the term cf the 
| letting of the hospital, and that additional pro- 


vision be made to include the sick poor on the 
Same terms. 
THE ESTIMATES. 
The Chairman said that the report was a 


most important one, and, if the Guardians 
aid 


| were to function as previously, they would 
| have to provide £32,400 for the coming year. 


The estimate in 1920 was £30,890, when they 
provided for the Union as a whole. In 1922 
it was £36,000, and in 1924, £35,000. 

Mr. Rollins asked was this a voluntary 
arrangement, and whether there was any 
power on the part of the Dublin Union Com- 
missioners to take over the buildings. 

The Chairman said they had not yet got 
the power.

Mr. Kelly said that, in view of what might 
happen in future, it might possibly be taken 
over from them, and they would not be able 
to procure these terms.

REDUCING BRITISH 
NATIONAL DEBT, 


— 


The acceptance of the gift of 
£500,000 to the British Nation from 
an anonymous donor for the reduction of 
the National Debt, is announced by Mr. 
Churchill. The following official state- 


ment was issued last night :— 


The nation has just received a benefac- 
tion of a character hitherto exceptional 
in the relations between the State and its 
citizens. Within the last few days an: 
anonymous donor has set aside the sum 
of £500,000 to be managed in trust for 
the nation. The capital is to accumulate 
at compound interest over a long period 
of years. Ultimately, with all its accrued 
proceeds swelling progressively with the 
passage of time, it is to be applied to the 
reduction of the National Debt. 

In order to facilitate this gift, Parlia- 
ment was invited last session to make an 
exception to the law forbidding perpetui- 
ties, and to declare long accumulations 
lawful when they had this especial object 
in view. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer desires 
to acknowledge publicly the gratitude of 
His Majesty’s Government for this im- 
portant gift, unprecedented in its 
character. He regrets that he cannot 
thank the donor by name. 

It is the donor’s hope that others may, 
from time to time, be prompted to add to 
the fund which he has inaugurated, or. on 
Similar lines, to set up funds of their 
own. 

THE OFFER. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer states 
that action of this kind is inspired by 
clear-sighted patriotism, and makes a 
practical contribution towards the ulti- 
mate, though yet distant, extinction of 
the public debt. The Chancellor was 
informed of the gift in the following 
letter :— |

Str,—We have the honour to inform you 
that we have received from a correspondent, 
whose name we are not authorised to disclose, 
but from whose letter we are allowed to 
quote, the cash and securities to which 
reference is made below, Our correspondent 
writes :'— 

“Gifts to the nation of historic sites, 
buildings and works of art, are, happily, 
frequent; gifts to repay debt compara- 
tively rare; this last being a dull 
objective, but bringing with its accom- 
plishment certain comtorts of its own. 
To repay the Nationa! Debt may be 
thought to be beyond the reach of indivi- 
dual effort; but, as a beginning towards 
this end, I am placing at your disposal, 
as trustees for the nation, some £500,000, 
as the nucleus of a fund to accumulate in 
your hands, and to be applied eventually 
to this object. I am entrusting this fund 
to vour house in order to secure the 
benefit of vour long experience in 
finance, and in the hope that others may, 
from time to time, be prompted to add 
to it, or, on similar lines, to set up 
funds of their own, citizens and citv 
uniting in an attempt to free their 
country from debt.”’ 


We shall be glad to know that our accept- 
ance of the trust meets with the approval 
of His Mayjesty’s Government.

I hope to find occasion 
within the next few days of making a public 
announcement of his munificence.

ELECTRIC LIGHT FAILS AT 
CHEQUERS. 

Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin had to spend 
Sunday evening at Chequers in the old- 
fashioned, but rather unsatisfactory, light 
of candles, owing to the failure of the 
electricity supply for that part of the 
Aylesbury district in which the Prime 
Minister's house stands. 

The light gave out at 4.30 in the after- 
noon, and candles had to be hastily re- 
uisitioned to provide illumination for 
the house. This state of affairs continued 
throughout the evening, and it was not 
until the small hours of the morning, long 
after the household had retired, that the 
current came on again. 

“ Two-thirds of the houses supplied with 
electricity,’’ said an official of the Ayles- 
bury Electricity Works to a Press Associa- 
tion representative last night, “had no 
light last night. 1 fear that Mr. Baldwin 
must have been among the victims. The 
supply failed about 4.30 in the afternoon, 
and it was not restored till twelve. hours 
later. . We gave light to those we could up 
to the time they went to bed.

THE KING’S SPEECH 
TO-DAY. 


SMALL LEGISLATIVE 
PROGRAMME.

The King will drive in state to the 
Palace of Westminster at noon to-day to 
open the new session of Parliament. The 
Queen will not accompany him as she is 
suffering from a cold. Both Houses will 
adjourn immediately after the formal 
ceremony, and reassemble later in the 
afternoon to debate the Address in reply 
tc the Speech from the Throne. 

Lieut.-Colonel Lambert Ward, Con- 
servative M.P. for North-West Hull, and 
Mr. W. P. Templeton, Conservative M.P. 
for Banff, will move and second the 
Address in thé Commons, while the Duke 
of Montrose and Lord Cranworth will be 
the mover and seconder in the Lords. It 
is customary for the House of Lords to 
dispose of the Address in a single even- 
ing, but in the Commons the debate will 
probably last until Monday of next week. 
There will be a general discussion in 
the Commons to-day and to-morrow. On 
Thursday the Labour Party’s official 
amendment will be debated. It is prob- 
able that this amendment will relate to 
the situation in the coalfields and the 
plight of unemployed miners. There 
will be a meeting of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party to-morrow afternoon to 
consider the attitude to be adopted to the 
King’s Speéch. 


THE FRANCS CASE. 


Some Conservative members propose to 
discuss in the course of the debate on the 
Address the action of the Government in 
appointing a board of inquiry to investt- 
gate the statements affecting civil ser- 
vants, made in the I[ronmonger v. Dyne 
case. It appears likely that the Govern- 
ment will be criticised by some of its 
political friends for taking action of any 
kind, and ‘by others for not setting up a 
parliamentary or judicial inquiry. 

The fact that the Government legista- 
tive programme is to be confined. to the 
Women’s Franchise Bill, the: Agricultural 
Credits Bill and a few minor depart- 
mental measures has stimulated interest 
in the private members’ hallot for the 
limited opportunities on Friday after- 
noons of promoting bills. Large num- 
bers of members will take part in the 
ballot in the hope of securing facilities 
for bills—

LORD HAIG MEMORIAL.

POST-WAR GOLD 
' STANDARD. 
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The Times publishes to-day its annual 
financial review, which, it remarks editorially, 
provides an occasion for surveying the series, 
just completed, of general meetings of joint 
stock banks. . These gatherings possess an 
interest for a far wider circle than the com- 
paratively small body of their slareholders. 
The speeches of their chairmen, pronounce- 
ments directed urbt et orb: by the leaders of 
finance, have naturally come to be regarded 
as important public events. They are the 
oracles of the modern business world, 1n- 
spired, hke their Delphic predecessors, by a 
shrewd and experienced judgment of con- 
ditions at home and abroad. This year’s 
speeches, though they have lacked the 
peculiar importance attaching to last year’s 
discussion of the Bank Act, have in no way 
lacked interest. “ Mr. McKenna, continuing 
his lucid, but controversial, discourses on 
monetary theory, explained the workings of 
the gold standard under post-war conditions, 
with a view to showing its dependence upon 
the monetary policy of the United States. 
Gold, he maintained, no longer determines 
the value of the dollar; it is the dollar which 
determines the value of gold. The gold 
standard is, in fact, a dollar standard, and 
the value of our currency depends upon the 
regulation of the American price level by the 
Federal Reserve Board. This interesting 
analysis contains a large element of truth. 
Yet to picture the pound sterling as being 
tied to the dollar, like the lifeless Hector at 
the chariot wheel of Achilles, is somewhat 
misleading to the lay mind. The financial 
relations of London and New York are by 
no means so one-sided. Although it is true 
that the United States possess, for the 
present, considerable power to regulate the 
world price level] owing to the vast accumula- 
tion of gold, there is every reason to sup- 
pose that the successive return of various 
countries to the gold standard will in time 
bring about a redistribution of the world’s 
gold reserves, and this will tend to re- 
establish the independence oí the precious 
metal. 

Sir: Austin Harris, commenting on the com- 
parison of wage rates in the various European 
countries made by the International Labour 
Office, showed that the real wages of the 
worker are from thirty to fifty per cent. 
higher in this country than in Germany, 
France or Italy. But this higher standard 
of. living, of which we are justly jealous, 
can only be maintained in the long run by 
producing more efficiently than our com- 
petitors. That can only be done by better 
organisation, elimination of waste, and more 
carefully planned direction of economic effort ; 
in other words, by what is now fashionably 
termed “ rationalisation.’” Only so can the 
more optimistic predictions of the Oracles be 
fulfilled. 


INVASION OF

PALESTINE SAVED BY A

JERUSALEM, Monday. 

For several months past an invasion of 
locusts has been expected with more or less 
certainty in Palestine, and the Government 
completed all possible schemes to combat or 
mitigate their activities. Suddenly, on 
Thursday last, great swarms were reported 
at Wady Musa, near Petra, in Trans-jordan, 
travelling ‘towards Palestine 

The Government promptly mobilised its 
resources in the shape of flameguns, and the 
personnel began to carry into practice the 
defence methods devised, when suddenlv a 
violent wind swept the swarms towards the 
south-east and the desert, where they are 
dying of starvation. The locusts are the 
vellow-bellied variety from the Sudan.

MIDNIGHT SLAUGHTER 
IN POLISH VILLAGE. 
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ROBBERS KILL FAMILY AND 
ARE KILLED IN TURN. 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
WARSAW, Monday. 

An attempted robbery, which resulted 
in the killing of nine people, is reported 
from Klodow, near Lemberg, where four 
men, said to have been ‘“ elegantly 
dressed,” arrived at the residence of a 
wealthy landowner in the evening and 
asked him to put them up, as they had 
run short of petrol. 

This request was granted, two of the 
men being lodged at the house of a 
neighbour. 

During the night the houseowner sur- 
prised the two men whom he was accom- 
modating, breaking open a safe, and 
killed them. 

Shortly afterwards tne two others who 
were staying at the neighbour’s house also 
turned up, but were killed by the house- 
owner and his servants. It appears, how- 
ever, that before quitting the neighbour's 
house the two strangers killed the house- 
owner, his wife and three daughters. 


“SULPHURIC ACID” 
FOR RUSSIA. 


GERMAN RAILWAY TRUCK 
EXPLODES IN POLAND. 
From Rrvrer’s CORRESPONDENT: 

WARSAW, Monday. 

A German railway truck containing 
sulphuric acid, which was being sent from 
Berlin to Russia, exploded at the railway 
station of Rzeszow at three o'clock this 
afternoon. 

The explosion, of which the cause is 
unknown, was so violent that pieces of 
the iron containers in which the sulphuric 
acid was being conveyed were hurled six 
hundred feet into the air. 

As it was impossible to extinguish the 
burning liquid with water, the whole truck 
was completely destroyed. 

An investigation into the matter is now 
being made.

The new Arbitration Treaty between 
the United States and France was signed 
this morning by Mr. Robert Olds, United 
States Under-Secretary of State, on be- 
half of the United States, and by the 
French Ambassador, M. Claudel, on 
behalf of France. The signature took 
place at the State Department at 11 a.m 
President Coolidge has sent the Treaty 
to the Senate for ratification. 


SOME OF THE PROVISIONS. 
From “ Tue Trmes’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 
The 150th anniversary of the first 
Franco-American Treaty, which is being 
celebrated here to-day, is invested with 
special significance in view of the renewal 
of the Franco-American Arbitration 
Treaty. In celebration of the former 
event, M. Briand to-day gave a luncheon 
in honour of Mr. Herrick, the American 
Ambassador, which was attended by 
several Ministers and members of the 
staff of the American Embassy. A dinner 
is being given this evening by the Franco- 
American Committee, at which the French 
Government is represented by WM. 
Bokanowski, the Minister of Commerce. 
This anniversary has given occasion for 
a review of the relations between France 
and America. The text of the Arbitration 
Treaty in its new form has nct been pub- 
lished here, owing to the representations 
of the State Department, which desired 
that it should be withheld till it reached 
the American Senate. 
It is. understood, however, that the 
treaty, the preamble of which has been 
entirely recast to contain a declaration 
by which the two countries undertake not 
to have recourse to war for regulating 
their difficulties, makes reservations in 
the. case of questions of a domestic 
nature, questions involving third parties, 
wuestion: arising out of the Monroe 
Doctrine, .and questions where obligations 
such as those assumed by France under 
the Leugue of Nations are involved. 


MR. KELLOGG’S SCHEME.

MR. SELLOGG'S STATEMENT 


from Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
OTLTAWA, Monday. 

Mr. Kellogg, the United States Secretary 
of State, with Mrs. Kellogg, arrived 
here at noon to-day ‘on a purely social 
visit.” He was received at. the railway station 
by the Premier, Mr. King; Mr. Phillips, the 
United States Minister, the Secretary of the 
(yovernor-CGeneral, and several members of the 
Cabinet. 

In an interview with Press representatives 
shortly after his arrival, Mr. Kellogg said 
that the United States of America advocated 
the abolition of the construction or use of 
all submarines, which were a barbarous 
method of waging war. The French Press, 
he said, appeared to have misunderstood the 
United States position in the matter. The 
Umited States were prepared to enter into a 
Treatv with all the world to attain the object 
for which the bill was introduced in the 
House of Representatives by Congressman 
Fotheringham. The bill referred to was in 
the form of a resolution by Mr. Fothering- 
ham, propostng to prohibit the construction 
of submarines. 

Mr. Kellogg said that he did not know that 
the matter was going to be made public on 
the eve of the signing of the Arbitration 
Treaty with France, 

In regard to the latter pact, Mr. Kellogg 
said that the United States were going ahead 
with similar Treaties with other countries. 
As soon as the present Treaty, based on the 
Root agreements, had expired, offers of re- 
newals would be made. He declined further 
to discuss the proposal of M. Briand in 
respect of outlawing+ war. 

In connection. with the interchange of 
Ministers between Washington and Ottawa, 
Mr. Kellogg expressed satisfaction at iis 
working out, and at the mutual great benefits 
secured hy both countries. 

This afternoon Mr. Kellogg is calling at 
Government House, and is going to he the 
guest of honour at Government House this 
evening. He is staying here until Thursday. 


WORLD COURT OF JUSTICE.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

A resolution proposing that President 
Coolidge should be asked to seek an adjuast- 
ment of views vetween the United States and 
the nations which signed the World Court 
Protocol regarding American adherence to 
the World Court of Justice was introduced ‘n 
the Senate to-day by Senator Gillett, of 
Massachusetts.
